Disease Germs in Telephones. 


R. VINCENT P. BUCKLEY, of the San Francisco 
Board of Health, declares that the germs of tuber- 
culosis are harbored in the transmitters of tele- 

phones. The other members of the Board agree with him, 
and say that the use of public telephones by hundreds of 
people leaves in the transmitters the germs of many dan- 

The physicians of the Board have dis- 
ways in which the use of the telephone 
safe. They have attempted this by placing 
rubber or tissue-paper over the mouth of 
the transmitter; but this attempt has not been a success, on 
account of its interference with the sound waves. There 
are four telephones in the office of the Frisco Board of 
Health, the transmitters of which are disinfected frequently 
with formaldehyde. This shows that the Board believes in 
its own theory. It is said that of the twenty-five thousand 
telephones in San Francisco, over eighteen thousand, with 
nickel-in-the-slot attachment, are to be found in drug- 
stores and other places where they are used as public tele- 
phones. Health Officer O’Brien agrees with Dr. Buckley 
that the telephone transmitter is a grave danger to health. 
‘Some powerful yet harmless and inoffensive disinfectant 
should be obtained,” he suggests, ‘and the officials of the 
telephone company would probably agree to its use.” It

N his reminiscences of ‘Horace 
Greeley in the “Youth's Compan- 


ion’s” series of Recollections of 
Famous Editors, Noah Brooks 
Says that Greeley could bear a 
great sorrow or a great disappoint- 
ment with the fortitude of a stoic, but 


a trifling annoyance would provoke 
him to an outburst of wrath that was 
simply childish. The death of his little 
boy, his only and idolized son, was to 
him an awful blow. No man can know 
What agony the stricken father silently 
endured, his grief coining the drops of 
his heart’s blood. But a typographical 
blunder, especially if it were in one of 
his own writings, drove him into 
spasms; then his maledictions on the 
offending typesetter and proofreader 
were something blood-curdling to hear. 

One morning he went swiftly down 
to the “Tribune” office to find the com- 
positor who had made a bad error in 
setting the types for one of his editor- 
ial articles in the paper. Bounding 
upstairs into the composing-room, with 
blue fire in his eyes and shaking the 
paper folded the page to show 
the offence, he shrieked, ‘‘Show me the 
man!

DOCTOR contributes to the “Waverley Magazine” 
some queer stories from his personal experience.

In one of his terrible editorial articles 
arraigning the Erie conspirators and 
describing their lavish living, Horace 
Greeley used the phrase “Champagne 
and Heidsieck.”’ One of the staff, after 
the paper containing the article had 
been printed, called the great editor’s 
attention to this slip, telling him—what 
he, as a strict temperance man, did 
not know—that Heidsieck was a brand 
of champagne, and to mention the two 
together was as tautological as to speak 
of “liquid and water.” Entirely satis- 
fied with the power of his article, and 
undismayed by the discovery of an er- 
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seat and disappeared in the darkness. 
It was an extreme case, but it occurred 
to me that the man would not have 
liked me if I had said, ‘Sir!’ and re- 
fused to let him work off some of his 
happiness at home-coming by doing me 
a service. It was such an unconven- 
tional, human little happening!

of all the despatches which showed the 
alarm at Washington. There were or- 
ders for the arrest of this man, there 
were suspicions of the loyalty of that 
man.

“But when Gay arrived the next day 
at the office, he was met with the news 
that ‘the old man’ wanted him, and the 
intimation that ‘the old man’ was very 
angry. Gay waited upon Greeley. 

“*Are you there, Mr. Gay? I have 
been looking for you. They tell me you 
ordered my leader out of this morning’s 
paper. Is it your paper or mine? I 
should like to know if I cannot print 
what I choose in my own newspaper!’

Mr. Clancey opened his new hotel at 
King and Bay streets last Monday, 
ind the hundreds of visitors who have 
been through the premises have been 
simply astounded at the gorgeousness 
of the surroundings.

The canopy is brilliantly 
illuminated with hidden electric lights, 
ind, passing under it, the visitor finds 
himself in a barroom which for sump- 
tuousness of furnishing has, it is be- 
lieved, no equal on this continent. It 
is lighted altogether from the ceiling 
by 200 electric lights, which give the 
effect of a general glow rather than a 
bright light. The walls are covered 
with mirrors and red burlap, and some 
valuable imported oil paintings, a num- 
ber of which are worth hundreds of 
dollars, are hung all along the Bay 
street side of the bar. Statuary figures 
and bronzes add to the artistic features 
of the decorations behind the bar. The 
ceiling, with its scores of lights, is 
simply a marvel of elegance, and, in 
fact, the whole effect is rich almost 
beyond description. The bar is, of 
course, equipped with all the most 
modern appliances. Two huge electric 
fans are suspended from the ceiling 
by brass rods. The fittings are all of 
mahogany. The cafe and grill room 
are a continuation of the bar, and they 
are decorated on an equally elaborate 
scale. The hotel will be known as 
“Clancey’s.”’ It occupies the premises 
formerly used by “The Evening Tele- 
gram” and the Gananoque Carriage 
Company. Upstairs is the guests’ din- 
ing room and 40 bedrooms, all sump- 
tuously furnished in the most comfort- 
able manner. No expense whatever 
has been spared to make Clancey’s 
the most up-to-date hotel in the 
country.
